13. M Other: As regards claims 1. 11. 22 and 33. the proposed amendment introduces a new issue, a flexible substrate not clearly 
introduced in the claims and would require further search. Note Tuttle teaches an integrated circuit, antenna and thin film batteries 
bonded to a substrate that is a rigid or flexible thin film support member, column 4. lines 5-23. The secondary prior art. Little teaches 
an integrated solar cell and battery for applications including a radio-transceiver, computers, watches and calculators that employs 
thin film depostion techniques on a suitable substrate, where the embodiments also teach a glass substrate and a conducting and 
non-transparent substate. The combination of Little and Tuttle is proper since Little like Tuttle teaches products driven with a thin film 
power source and the thin film depostion technigues by Little lends itself to automated production, see Little Abstract. 

The rejections for claims 3. 4. 13-15. 23. 24 and 34-39. in view of Kwak are withdrawn since, as pointed out by the applicant, is 
antidated by the applicant's claim to priority of a provisional application. Therefore, these claims dependent on jheieaching of Kwak 
contain potentially allowable material . 
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
